THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  HIE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  HIE  YEAR  1967 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for  1967. 

The  Urban  District  of  Wymondham  covers  10,950  acres  and  has  an 
estimated  mid-year  population  of  6,780,  an  annual  increase  of  480 
persons. 

Judging  the  health  of  the  child  population  by  the  number  of 
notified  deaths  and  infectious  diseases,  this  section  of  the 
population  enjoyed  good  health  during  the  period  under  review.  No 
true  epidemics  occurred  but  it  will  he  noted  that  44  cases  of 
whooping  cough  occurred,  which  suggests  that  too  many  mothers  are 
failing  to  present  their  children  for  preventive  immunisation  at  the 
clinics  provided  for  this  purpose.  It  is  hoped  that  the  introduction 
of  a  vaccine  against  measles  in  the  current  year  will  reduce  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  very  considerably. 

The  analysis  of  the  cause  of  total  deaths  shows  several  points 
of  special  interest.  The  first  is  that  the  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels  are  the  greatest  culprits.  Many  of  these  occur 
in  elderly  people  over  the  age  of  65  yeqrs,  but  a  significant 
proportion  are  comparatively  young  people.  The  results  of  statistical 
research  in  recent  years  points  very  strongl;/  to  some  remedial  factors 
having  a  causative  influence.  Although  the  strains  and  stresses  of 
life  in  modem  civilised  society  may  have  an  aetiological  bearing, 
this  can  be  largely  counteracted  by  adjusting  ones’  way  of  living 
after  the  age  of  35  years  or  thereabouts.  This  requires  some  self- 
discipline  in  control  of  diet  and  exercise  to  which  most  people  at 
present  are  not  prepared  to  conform.  But  if  future  generations  can 
be  persuaded  to  do  so,  it  should  be  an  important  factor  in  reducing 
the  death  rate  in  persons  under  65  years  of  age,  as  7/ell  as  leading 
others  to  a  more  yigoaroua  and  happy  old  age. 

The  second  point  of  interest  from  the  figures  shov/ing  causes  of 
death  is  that  cancer  of  the  lung  is  still  the  largest  killer  of  all 
the  malignant  growths .  In  the  country  as  a  whole,  this  disease  is 
increasing  by  alarming  proportions  *,  but  in  Wymondham  the  number 
reported  as  dying  has  remained  fairly  static  for  several  years.  The 
consumption  of  cigarettes  which  have  been  shown  conclusively  to  be 
the  main  cause  of  lung  cancer  is  ever  on  the  increase  -  a  sad 
reflection  on  man’ s  inability  to  plan  for  the  future,  his  health 
and  well-being. 

Perhaps  health  education  on  a  more  individual  and  personal 
approach  is  required  than  is  at  present  achieved  by  the  media  of 
print,  radio  and  television.  An  active  and  enthusiastic  health 
education  committee  at  district  level  would  be  able  to  do  much  to 
help  in  this  regard.  But  discouragement  if  not  active  opposition 


ha3  been  shown  towards  this  concept  without  an  attempt  to  give  it 
a  fair  trial. 

A  potent  but  preventable  cause  of  much  misery  in  the  country 
as  a  whole  is  illegitimacy.  About  70,000  illegitimate  children  are 
bom  annually  in  Britain,  and  80,000  children  are  in  the  care  of 
local  authorities  at  any  one  time.  Although  Wymondham1  s  contribution 
to  these  figures  was  only  14  illegitimate  births  in  1967?  the  sum 
total  of  what  may  be  a  lifetime  of  suffering  in  some  cases  of  the  28 
lives  most  intimately  concerned  leaves  no  cause  for  complacency. 

One  pedestrian  was  fatally  injured  in  a  road  accident.  Eleven 
other  persons  were  seriously  injured  and  26  slightly  injured.

The  progress  in  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses  continues  to  be‘  slow. 

During  the  year  orders  were  made  in  respect  of  four  houses  and  four  families 
were  rehoused. 


New  Housing  Progress. 

During  the  year  283  dwellings  were  completed,  22  by  the  Council  and  263  by 
private  enterprise. 


The  position  with  regard  to  post-war  housing  at  the- 31st  December,  1967 
was  that  a  grand  total  of  1,198  units  of  habitation  had  been  completed  and 
occupied,  15  temporary  and  412  permanent  dwellings  provided  by  the  Council  and 
771  by  private  enterprise.  The  dwellings  built  by  the  Council  are  made  up  as

New  Housing  Progress. 

Speculative  building  accelerated  during  the  year  on  six  sites  in  the  town. 
Two  hundred  and  Sixty  Three  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise;  the 
previous  highest  figure  was  in  1966  when  124  houses  were  erected.  At  the  close 
of  the  year  'a  further  59  were  under  construction. 

The  Council  completed  Twenty  Two  during  the  year  and  a  further  five  were 
under  construction  on  the  31st  December,  1967.  One  3  -  bedroom  unit  was  sold 
to  a  sitting  tenant. 


Total  Housing  Accommodation  in  the  District. 

At  -the  31st  December,  1967  the  total  number  of  dwellings  in  the  Urban  area 
was  2612  including  those  occupied  in  connection  with  a  business,  i.e.  shop, 
licensed ’premises,  and  hotels  etc. 

The  total  number  of  dwellings  owned  by  the  Council  including  sub-standard 
houses  in  temporary  use  was  694  which  is  equivalent  to  26,57 ^  of  the  total, 
as  against  27.95^  for  1966.

Grants  for  Improving  and  Modernising  Housing  Accommodation. 

(a)  Pre-War  Council  Houses. 

Seven  pre-war  Council  Houses  were  modernised  during  the  year  by 
installing  baths,  lavatory  basins,  internal  W.C.’s,  new  sinks  and  draining 
boards  and  hot  water  systems  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  in  hand  on  a 
further  twenty  houses  at  Browick  Road  and  Gun ton  Road. 

Schemes  already  completed  and  those  in  hand  total  157  houses,  this  leaves 
82  pre-war  houses  still  to  be  modernised.

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WATER 


Keadworks . 

The  statutory  supply' area  of  the  Urban  Council's  water  undertaking  is  the 
whole  of  the  Urban  District  and  approximately  950  acres  within  the  Rural  District 
of  Forehoe  &  Henstead.  In  addition  about  58,000,000  gallons  of  water  is  supplied 
in  bulk . annually  to  the  latter  Rural  District. 

The  pumping  station  is  situated  at  Vicklewood  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Forehce  &  Henstead.  The  headworks • comprise  five  12"  boreholes  approximately 
300  ft  in  depth.  The  normal  average  rest  level  is  81 ’5"  and  the  pumping  level 
(at  8,000  g.p.h.)  99' 6".  The  concrete  reservoir  has  a  capacity  of  240,000  gallons, 
the  top  water  level  being  226ft  above  ordnance  datum.  The  water  is  softened, 
aerated  and  chlorinated. 

Boreholes  Nos.1,  3  &  5  are  capable  of  pumping  10, COO  gallons  per  hour  and 
boreholes  Nos. 2  &  4  are  capable  of  about  6,000  gallons  per  hour. 

Pumps  and  B  res. 

During  the  year  under  review  two  pumps  were  removed  from  the  boreholes  Nos. 

1  &  2  and  sent  back  to  the  manufacturers  Fie  srs,  J,  Beresford  &  Son  Ltd.,  for 
overhaul.  When  pump  N. 2  was  withdrawn,  rising  main  and  bolts  were  badly 
corroded,  40ft  of  rising  main  was  renewed  and  stainless  steel  bolts  and  nuts 
used  on  the  pump  connection. 

Borehole  No. 2  was  inspected  and  found  to  be  255ft  deep  (the  original  depth 
was  300ft)  this  bore  was  cleaned  out  and  the  depth  of  295ft  obtained. 

Softening  Plant. 

T  .  B  se  Exchange  Softening  Plant  has  operated  satisfactorily  during  the 
year.  The  resin  was  acid  washed  at  six  monthly  intervals,  and  the  output 
returned  to  about  the  design  figure  of  115:000  gals  per  regeneration  after  each 
treatment. 

The  output  of  the  plant  has  av  raged  108,123  gals  of  raw  water  with  a 
hardness  of  26.2°  reduced  to  zero  and  giving  an  output  of  190,000  gals  of  blended 
water  with  a  residual  hardness  of  IC^"0.  834  lbs  of  salt  is  required  per 

regeneration. 

• 

Chlorination. 

This  is  carried  out  using  a  Wallace  &  Tiernan  Ltd. ,  V-Notch  Junior  Solution 
Feed  Chlorinator,  type  A.741B,  which  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year.

A  total  of  29  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  sections  of  the 
distribution  system  for  bacteriological  examination,  17  as  routine  samples  and 
12  from  various  new  mains. 

Two  of  the  samples  from  the  new  main  proved  unsatisfactory  and  the  mains 
were  resterilised  and  further  samples  taken  with  satisfactory  results. 

Three  samples  taken  as  a  routine  check  gave  unsatisfactory  results  and 
came  under  the  classification  "Suspicious".  The  Chlorination  plant  had  been 
out  of  action  for  a  few  days  when  these  particular  samples  were  taken,  as  a 
precaution  the  injection  of  chlorine  was  slightly  increased  for  a  few  days, 
further  samples  were  taken  and  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

In  addition  eight  samples  were  taken  from  private  wells  and  bores. 

Details  of  full  chemical  analysis  of  the  raw  water  is  given  on  Folio  12 
along  with  a  summary  of  the  Headworks  weekly  report. 

Review  of  Water  Supply  and  Distribution  System. 

It  was  decided  to  review  the  whole  water  supply  and  distribution  system  of 
the  toxvn  due  to  the  considerable  increase  in  demand  caused  by  new  housing 
development  to  the  north  of  the  town. 

The  County  Public  Health  Engineer  acting  as  the  Council's  Consultant  was 
asked  to  prepare  a  report  on  the  situation.  The  repo ri  was  received  in  June,  _ 
1967  and  acting  on  it  the  Council  instructed  the  Goun&f7 1 ,  Csu9jecf'* 

to  approval  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  to  prepare  the 
necessary  technical  details  so  that  work  could  be  proceeded  with  as  soon  as 
practicable  in  the  following  stages,  namely :- 

1.  Enlargement  of  the  present  booster  station  and  the  laying  of  6,500 
feet  of  new  9-inch  diameter  trunk  main,  and  if  necessary,  cleaning 
out  the  old  7-inch  main. 

2.  Laying  the  new  10-inch  ring  main  as  far  as  Hewitts  Lane  and  making 
the  6-inch  branch  connection. 

3.  Construction  of  new  ground  level  reservoir. 

4.  Duplication  of  softening  plant. 

5.  Completion  of  the  ring  main  from  Hewitts  Lane  to  Norwich  Road  in 
6-inch  diameter  pipes. 

It  was  also  decided  to  increase  the  output  of. the  existing  source  of  supply 
by  cleaning  out  the  bores  and  installing  larger  capacity  pumps  concurrently  with 
stages  of  the  work  referred  to  above  and  as  the  overhaul  of  the  present  pumps 
becomes  necessary. 

SEWaGE  disposal  and  sewerage. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Work  to  improve  the  effluent  of  the  works  by  a  system  of  Recirculation  was 
completed  early  in  1967.  The  filter  bed  distributors  were  found  to  be  very 
inefficient  and  had  to  be  overhauled  by  the  manufacturers  Messrs.  Jones  and 
Attwood;  on  completing  this  work  the  Consulting  Engineers  carried  out 
experiments  to  determine  the  rate  of  recirculation  which  would  achieve  the  best 
results.  By  the  end  of  the  year  the  results  were  begimirg  to  look  promising. 

The  "Sprite"  dumper  which  was  purchased  during  1 966  for  removing  sludge 
prom  the  beds  has  given  good  service  during  the  year.  Arrangements  made  with 
farmers  for  hauling  the  sludge  direct  on  to  land  adjoining  the  works  has 
continued  and  as  far  as  sludge  is  concerned  the  position  is  satisfactory.  There 
has  been  no  accumulation  of  sludge  on  the  works  requiring  a  second  handling. 

Sewerage  System .  •  * 

Further  to  the  last  Annual  Report,  It  was  mentioned  that  due  to  the 
p'-  n^t  jjf ugi town ?  ^tho  jpain  outfall  sewer  has  become  overloaded  and  the 
" rcrlk  ft fcmg~ as  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  been 

report.  In  preparing  this  report  the  Consulting  Engineers 
W‘_r  asked  to  consider  tin.  possibility  of  carrying  out  the  work  in  stages. 
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During  the  year  the  following  sections  of  the  sewerage  system  were  cleaned 
out  by  Messrs.  Descaling  Ltd:-

at  the  rear  of  the  Gas  Works:

Cesspools. 

The  adjoining  Rural  District  Council  empties  cesspools  when  necessary  within 
the  Urban  District.  The  Rural  District  Council  charges  your  Council  £2  per  load. 
Where  no  sewer  is  available  the  Council  recovers  £1  per  load  from  the  person 
requiring  this  service  and  in  other  cases  the  full  cost  of  £2  is  recovered. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Your  Council  took  delivery  of  a  new  18  cu,yd.  "Dual  Tip"  Refuse  Collecting 
Vehicle  with  Packer  Plate,  on  the  16th  of  October.  Besides  having  a  capacity  of 
nearly  twice  that  of  the  old  vehicle,  the  men  find  the  work  of  loading  easier 
and  there  is  less  nuisance  in  the  street  from  dust. 

The  increased  capacity  of  the  new  vehicle  should  save  approximately  9  journeys 
to  the  tip  each  week.  This  saving  in  time  should  allow  an  additional  200  bins  to 
be  efcptied  with  the  same  labour  force  and  help  to  keep  pace  with  the  new 
development . 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  town  area  and  a 
fortnightly  collection  in  the  rural  parts  of  the  district.  The  rural  parts  of 
the  district  are  collected  by  a  Contractor,  and  the  weekly  collection  on  the 
Lizard  is  also  carried  out  by  a  Contractor  as  the  new  refuse  vehicle  is  too 
large  to  go  under  the  Lizard  Bridge.

Comparison  with  the  analysis  made  in  January,  1967 
shows'  that  only  insignificant  alterations  have  taken  place  since  then,  except 
that  the  iron  content  of  the  present  sample  is'  not  much  more  than  half  what  it 
was  a,  year  ago.  •  The  mineral  analysis  is  similar  to  that  of  most  East  Anglian 
waters  derived  from  the  chalk.  The  magnesium  content  is  negligible  compared 
with  the  calcium  content  and  the  fluoride  content  is  practically  nil.  In  our 
opinion  this  water  is  suitable  for  use  as  a  public  supply.

On  the  27th  November,  1967  samples  were  taken  to  determine  the  lead  content 
of  the  water  supply  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  Two  samples  were  taken  from  a  property  known  to  have  a  long  lead 
service  pipe.
